Commissioners’ Report 


To the Citizens of Coos County: 

Agreeably to the Public Laws of New Hampshire we, the 
Commissioners of Coos County, submit our report for the fiscal 
year ending December 31, 1937, together with the reports of all 
other County officers. 

Part of the business of the County coming under the super- 
vision of the Commissioners, and for which they are directly 
responsible, are the County Farm, County Hospital, House of Cor- 
rection and Jail; the three Court Houses, and the most serious 
problem handled by the County Commissioners is Relief, which 
includes the care of the unemployed, and other people in need of 
relief, care of the needy blind and old age assistance cases, and 
care of the dependent children. 

The County Farm, Hospital, House of Correction and Jail are 
under the supervision of Superintendent Owen F. Cole, and the 
matron, Mrs. Owen F. Cole, who have ably managed the same, 
have kept their expenses within the appropriation made, and their 
receipts are much in excess of the amount estimated. 

There was a special appropriation of $5,000 made to build a 
piggery to replace the one lost through fire. This building is now 
completed and is entirely fireproof. Practically all labor for the 
building of the piggery was furnished by inmates and prison labor. 

Extensive repairs have been made on the Lancaster Court 
House and also on the Colebrook Court House. A new roof was 
put on the Lancaster Court House and the entire electric light 
system was rewired, a new ceiling put in the court room and the 
entire building was painted and varnished. This was done through 
a WPA project which saved the County the entire cost of labor. 
There has also been a new oil burner installed in the Lancaster 
Court House. 

All the County property is in good condition at present and 
the regular appropriation for maintenance should be sufficient to 
keep it so for a period of years. 

The relief situation is our most serious problem. We had 
hopes of making a substantial saving in 1937 as our case load went 
down considerably during the summer months, but due to the fact 
that the industrial conditions in Berlin were extremely poor dur- 
ing the months of November and December, we were not able to 
make as good a showing as we had expected to. Another fact 
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that has increased our relief load is that the aliens were taken olf 
the WPA projects the first of August and a considerable number 
of these men have been unemployed ever since with no hope of 
getting employment in private industry either on account of their 
age or being unskilled laborers. The industrial conditions in Berlin 
are still bad but we are in hopes to see an improvement by the 
first of March. 

The relief cases throughout the County are all thoroughly in- 
vestigated before any aid is given. The Commissioners are work- 
ing toward better living conditions and are trying to improve the 
conditions of the placed-out children in the homes and the orphan- 
ages, and are trying to give these children a better Staremmeimee 
The cost and the number of dependent children is steadily rising. 
At this time the Commissioners wish to mention Miss Anna Rus- 
sell, of the New Hampshire Children’s Aid and Protective Society, 
who has been a great help to them in handling many of the cases 
without cost to the County. We greatly appreciate her coopera- 
tion with us at all times. 

There has been a considerable amount saved the past year in 
the courts appropriation due to the new system installed by Mr. 
Cleaveland, Clerk .of Court, in the drawing and =dischasemmoses 
jurors. 

We have reduced our net debt by $62,116.76 and the County 
credit is in good standing. 

To Dr. Clark E. Swail, who has served the County fanhially 
in its most trying period, and during the building of the present 
Almshouse and cow barn, and many other improvements which 
have been made at the County Farm, and whose term of office 
ended April 1, 1937, we extend our appreciation for his services 
and cooperation, and to the new member, Henry M. Moffett, who 
had a long experience in City Government, we extend our most 
cordial welcome. 

In submitting this report, we take the opportunity to extend 
our thanks to the various Overseers of the Poor, Selectmen, 
County and City officers, to Miss Anna Russell, Agent for the 
New Hampshire Children’s Aid and Protective Society, and to all 
citizens of Coos County for their hearty cooperation and support 
which has been given to us.
